London, Aug. 22.—"The allies are

Tshi, August 19,'' so Rear Admiral 
Bruce wires to the British admiralty 
from Taku, under date of August 20, 
adding that the engagement was re- 
ported to have occurred Fix miles 
south of Tien Tsin. 
Admiral Bruco 


also sent a dispatch duted 
Pekin, 


August 17, from the general officer 
commanding1 there, in which nothing 
is said as to the situation at Pekin.

gations, the death of Captain Ber- 
nard Strouth, and regrets that "ow-

that the "wi'y they brought their

An official dispatch from Tien Tsin, 


dated August 20, and 
received at 


Toklo, repeats that the Japanese oc- 
cupied the imperial palace at Pekin 
August 10 and says that about Au- 
gust 12 the dowager empress and 
the emperor and ministers left Pekin 
with three thousand 
troops, their

Half the Tartar city was placed un-

rescued the foreign missionaries and 
Chinese Christian converts, who had 
bycen imprisoned in the palace. 


Two hundred Japanese were killed 


or wounded.

BATTLE OF PEKIN FINISHED. 


Rome, Aug. 22.—Dispatches 
re- 


ceived here from Taku, under date 
of August 20, say that according to 
advices from a Japanese source, dated 
August 17, the battle of Pekin was 
then finished, the Japanese had en- 
tered the imperial palace. 


The foreign ministers with detach- 


ments of the allied troops were then 
occupying- the imperial city, the Chi- 
nese princes and ministers having 
ifttired to Seiaii (Sian-FuP) west of 
Pekin.

FALL OP PEKIJT DETAILED. 


Fekin, Aug. 14, via Che Foo, Aug. 


21.—The

flags were planted 011 the east wall 
of Pekin itt 11 o'clock this morning. 
The Indian troops entered tho Brit- 
ish legation at 1 nnd the Americans 
at 3. 
There was a joyful reception 


from the wall. 


The emaciated tenants could have 


lasted but little longer. 
They had 


only three days' rations. 
The Chi- 


nese had been attacking furiously 
for two days. 
Four thousand shells 


fell, in the legation during the siege. 
Sixty-five men were killed and 160 
wounded. 


The Japanese began the battle be- 


fore daylig-ht and and they are still 
Ighting about the north wall, where 
a part of the Chinese are defending 
the imperial city. 
The Japanese 


casualties have not yet been ascer- 
tained. The Russians had five killed 
"ind twelve wounded. 
The Ameri- 


cans and British Imd a few wounded. 


The plan was to make a general 


ittack tomorrow, and the troops were 
irriviug at camp, five miles east, all 
night. 
They were completely ex- 


lausted and slept in the corn fields 
n the rain. 
The generals, however, alarmed at 
he sounds of a heavy attack on. the 
cgationc, pushed forward independ- 
ently, the British, Americans and 
French on the left of the river and 
the Russians and Japanese on the 


it.

ie made in the First congressional 
district, which was represented by 
tr. Bryan in congress and which, 
ince his retirement, has been repre- 
ented by a republican member. 
He made a plea for the election of 


Hon. G. W. Berger, the democratic 
aiidtdate for the office of national 
epresentative, and asked for the sup- 
ort of the whole democratic ticket. 
iompariiig the government to a cor- 
oration he said that all citizens were 
tockholders. As such, they owed it 
o themselves to look well after the 
ondnct of the directors of the cor- 
o ration. 
He charged the republican adminis- 
ration—the government directors— 
pith deceit in all its policies. This 
eception, he said, had been prac- 
ced in regard to the financial sys- 
em, -the trusts and the foreign policy 
f the country. He charged the re- 
nblican party with the intention of 
listening a national debt upon the 
eoplc. He devoted -himself espcc- 
lly to the enlargement of the array, 
aylng tli«t If "we could take the 
Philippine islands, we could subject 
any weak people." 


The republican party was building 


its policy upon the plea that '-might 
makes right." They were asserting 
that the financial question was this 
year the paramount issue only be- 
causn the republican party regarded 
the dollar of more consequence than 
the man. He dwelt upon liberty as a 
God-given right, saying that the 
Filipinos were as much entitled to it 
as we are. In promising them n good 
government we were only promising 
what kings promised under similar 
circumstances. We have, he assert- 
ed, no title to the Philippine islands 
according to the declaration of inde- 
pendence. In the first place. Spain 
had no title and in the second place, 
we cannot buy people. Already more 
had been spent in the way of treasure 
in the Philippines, to say no-thing of 
blood, than the profits of trade with 
those islands would bring for many 
years. 


The flag1 had been hauled down in 


Mexico and the Mexican people were 
better off with their own government 
than they-would be with an American 
carpetbag government in that coun- 
try. 


Mr. Bryan, said, referring to al- 


leged republican inconsistencies:

FIGHTING GOES ON IN PEKIN 


REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—The war 


epartmuut announced early in the 
ny that it was in receipt of a 
asualty list from General Chaffee, 
nd this was made public about noon. 
It was learned, however, that the 
IhafTee dispatch, contained a consid- 
rablo amount of matter beside the 
1st of kiJled and wounded, and it 
vns the subject of au extended white 
ouse conference between the presi- 
ent, Secretary Hoot and Acting Sec- 
etary of State Adee. 
It was hoped 


y the officials that the receipts of 
el ailed news from General Chaffee 
vould simplify the situation cousid- 
rably, and enable this government 
o map out, in. a large degree, its 
uture line of action in China. 
This was not the case, however, 
eneral Chalfee's telegram indicated 
iat there may be yet considerable 
iavy fighting around Pekiii, and 
etweeu that city and the coast. 
It 


vas impossible to make any predic- 
ion as to the date of pacification on 
lie information thus furnished and 
lie administration is not able to fix 
n approximate date for the with- 
rawal of our troops from Chinese 
erritory. 
While the white house conference 
as in progress the-Chinese minister 
rrived at the state department. 
Mr. Adee was absent and the min- 
ster waited patiently for two hours, 
IB expectation being that the reply 
f the United States government to 
Li Hung: Chang's peace application 


ould be handed to him. 
At 12 


'clock Minister Wu had heard noth- 
ng as'to the return of the acting 
ecretary of state and he returned to 
lie Chinese legation, expecting- to 
all tomorrow unless advised before 
hen that his presence was desired. 
Bloody work has been going on in 
*ekin, according to a dispatch re- 
eived today by the navy department 
rom Admiral Rcmey, dated Taku, 
he 20th, and Pekin, the IGth. 
The 


message shows that tho American 
orccs were then fighting along- with 
he allies, and that progress had 
een made which could only hav^ 
een accomplished after military ei- 
orts of a severe character. 


Officials of the war department 


vho are familiar with the physical 
onditions of the defences of Pekin 


that the fact that all but the 


mperial city had been cleared of 
Chinese troops is evidence enough 
f the severe fighting which must 
mve occurred. 
In order for the 


American troops to penetrate to the 
fates of the palace they must have 
termed a wall about thirty feet 
iigh, which no doubt was stubborn- 
y defended. It is a source of satis- 
action to tho military officials here 
liat the allies' commanders succeed- 
d in. clearing the region outside of 
he Imperial city of Chinese troops, 
s thereby the danger of attacks in 
he flank and the roar, while the in- 
vadeifl were storming the Imperial 
Ity, would bo obviated. 
Everyone 


3 glad, of course, that the Americans 
vere the first to enter the imberial 
Hy, another testimonial to the gal- 


lantry and industry of the American 
forces. 


Admiral Remey's dispatch, in stat- 


ing that all but the imperial city had 
been cleared of the Chinese soldiery 
left the impression that a force of de- 
fenders was still Intrenched in that 
section of Pekin and would have to ba 
routed out. 


Undoubtedly there have been brisk 


engagements since the Reiney dis- 
patch was sent, but the officials of 
the department here are in no way 
concerned about the result of the 
fighting. 


General 
Chaffee's 
brief 
report 


stated that he entered the legation 
grounds at 5 o'clock on the evening 
of the 14th and that eight of his men 
were wounded in the day's lighting. 
Admiral 
Remey's 
dispatch shows 


:hat within the next two days Gen- 
eral ChaiYee lost six men killed, In- 
cluding Captain Reilly, of'the Fifth 
artillery, ami thirty wounded. 


To all appearances, therefore, the 


fighting in Pekin was more severe 
after the entry into the city than 
luring the movements which brought 
:he Americans to the legation gates. 


Tliis may be explained by.the evi- 


lent fact that the rescuing parties 
ivere engaged in clearing the outer 
;lty of the Chinese soldiery. Such a 
.ask could not have been a light one, 
owing to the presence of largo bodies 
of Chinese troops in the city, nnd tha 
neans at hand for fortifying them- • 
selves in the narrow streets of the 
main city and behind the wall of the 
mperial city. 


Admiral 
Remey's dispatch 
also 


shows that there is further fighting 
lUtside of Pekin and tlmt the boxers 
lave not been dispersed, but are still 
nclined to hang on the outskirts of 
he invaders and harass them as 
much as possible. 


It also would seem to presage 'more 


fighting for the allies If they should 
attempt to return from Pekin and for 
he reinforcements which will be sent 
'orward to Tien Tsin and Pekin. 


Evidently, according to the mili- 


.ary authorities, the country about 
Tien Tsin and between that city and 
Pekin still harbors hostile 
forces 


which will have to be overcome by 
:he allies before the road can -be 
peiied from Pekin to the sea.

PASSENGER 
TRAFFIC 
PROFIT. 


How to make a profit from passen- 


ger traffic is a problem which con- 
tinually besets most American rail- 
way managers, and in a good many 
cases the problem is given up as un- 
solvable. Every railway, in order to 
furnish .1 reasonable accommodation 
to the public, must run a great many 
of its passenger trains with too few 
passengers to pay the actual train ex- 
penses. It must make enough profit 
on its better patronized trains to 
make up for this loss, and leave a 
margin of profit besides, else its pas- 
senger traffic can not be said to be on 
n satisfactory basis, says Engineer- 
ing News. 


Taking the United 
States as a 


whole, only a little over one-fifth of 
the total earnings of railways are de- 
rived from the passenger traffic. No 
railway company, so far as we know, 
so keeps its accounts as to determine 
what proportion of its total expenses 
is properly chargeable to the passen- 
ger department. Any such division 
would be really an arbitrary estimate 
in any event. If it were made, how- 
ever, it would probably show that a 
large proportion-of American railway 
lines are conducting their passenger 
traffic at a loss, while others are 
merely paying expenses and deriving 
no profit proportionate to the invest- 
ment hnd the'' volume of business 
done." 


This is certainly nnt a satisfactory 


showing, and1 it ought not to be ac- 
cepted as a permanent state of af- 
fairs. It may be of interest, there- 
fore, to discuss some of the condi- 
tions which confront the passenger 
traffic manager and the means which 
may be taken to better fhe situation. 


The natural remedy which at once 


suggests itself for a business carried 
on at a loss is to increase the sell- 
ing price of the goods, or, in other 
words, raise the rates of fare. But 
In the case of the railways this i? 
well-nigh impossible. 
Apart from 


competitive influences, an increase i:1 


the.rates of fare will certainly he fol- 
io Wed ' by a i decrease < in the' volume 
of traffic.''
